Secretary of Yar Requires Army Contractors to 
Comply with Federal Agreements and Licenses 


The Secretary of .ar has informed the Secretary of Agriculture 
that tne Adjutant General has been requested to issue instructions to 
all péople’ concerned with awarding contracts on future bids that they 
must observe the terms of the marketing agreements and licenses 
approved by the Secretary of sgriculture. 


The Adjutant General's instructions will cover future purchases 
of supplies by the War Department. It is understood that the same 
‘instruction includes C./C. C. camps,..to which milk supplies may be 
sold by distributors operating under sone of the Federal Licenses. 


““ "The Adjutant General specifies that the contractor must comply 
“with all provisions' of the marketing agreements and/or licenses 
approved by the Secretary of Agriculture under the agricultural. 
Adjustment Act which are in effect on the date the contract is 
“awarded, regardless“of whether the contractor is a party to any of 
the Federal marketing agreements and/or licenses. 


The Adjutant General further rules if the contractee fails 
to comply with any of the official marketing agreements and/or 
licenses covering articles awarded to him, the Government may 
terminate the contract. The Government may then purchase in the 
open market any undelivered part of the contract which the non- 
complying contractee failed to deliver. Furthermore, tne contractee 
and his sureties are liable to t-ie Government for any extra cost 
occasioned thereby. The determination by the Secretary of Agri- 
culture of the failure of the contractee to comply with the license 
is final and conelusive evidence sufficient for the ‘jar Department 
to take said action.
